Dr. Raspet's chief associate is 
Melvin Swartgberg, operations 
manager for the project. He be- 
came associated with Dr. Raspet 
in the U. 8. Weather Bureau's 
Thunderstorm Project and at one 
time worked on the Aerophysics 
Institute's Ridge Flow Project. 

Glenn Bryant serves as tho gail- 
plane's aeronaptical engineer. He 
makes the computations and per- 
forms the engineering. George 
Tabery serves as research pilot and 
erattaman and Guy Styrer doubles 
as a glider pilot and craftsman. 

A highly important member of 
the staff is young Dick Jobnson, 
World War II pilot, who holds the 
world’s sailplane flight record with 
a distance of 535 miles as an av- 
erage speed of 65.2 miles per hour 
and sustained flight of 8 hours 
and 35 minutes. Dick will repre- 
gent the United States in the Inter- 
national sailplane competition in 
Spain this summer. The State 
Aeronautics Commission is ‘spon- 
soring his trip and participation 
in the competition. 

A few College engineering pro- 
fessors and some students assist 
In the Station’s sailplane research 
work on a part time basis, but the 
biggest portion is done by Dr. Ras- 
pet and his group. It is siiall and 
little publicized but its excellent 
research work already has brought 
credit and recognition to Missis- 
gippi State and it bids fair to make 
even greater contributions to the 
highly important field of aero- 
dynamics.
